MPEDIMENTS TO THE CHRISTIAN WITNESS: In gathering ma- 

terial on controversial matters, such as the strife within the Republican 
party, conflicts between management and labor, McCarthyism, interpre- 
tations of the Yalta and Potsdam treaties, Formosa, etc., Between The 
Lines has sought out non-political sources of the highest character, usually 
Christian laymen in strategic places whose professional duties demand 
that they possess the facts but maintain a non-partisan, unprejudiced view 
of the facts. It is from these authentic, impartial sources that our con- 
densed reports are drawn. Thus, assuming little personal credit, Between 
The Lines can refer to 12 years of such reporting with a very high record 
of accurate interpretation and forecasting. 

The great majority of our readers express gratitude for the clarifi- 
cation of these issues, but a small minority find it hard to accept facts 
or interpretations that vary far from their political views and attachments. 
Usually they have been blinded by following newspapers and radio com- 
mentators who belabor all news in a narrow partisan manner, their report- 
ing so continuously distorted that quotations from such sources are not 
acceptable for references in any university in America. Naturally those 
who feed on such vehement partisanism find Between The Lines too stout 
for comfort, for we depend only upon sources that are acceptable to his- 
torians and research scholars. But the point we press home is that when 
the Christian mind puts narrow partisan views ahead of truth, in the end 
the Christian witness must suffer the same discrediting judgment as 
eventually falls on narrow partisanism. 


IN REPORTING ON WAR AND PEACE we have observed 
somewhat the same interesting reactions. Between The Lines is not a 
pacifist publication although we do abhor all violence and believe all war 
to be a preventable crime. Again we have simply continued our task 
of reporting, for, while some Christians are pacifists, others believe that 
wars often serve a divine purpose. In the past we have sometimes re- 
ceived critical letters from readers who believe a war against Russia to be 
the only solution for communism. But now the new Malenkov policies 
are revealing that the internal stresses, weaknesses and dissentions within 
the Soviet are obviously so great—-as we have often reported — that 
Russia could not possibly make war upon the U. S. Hence “peace” feelers 
are being sent out. Suppose the war-serves-a-divine-purpose view had 
fostered a holocaust of slaughter on the American and Russian people 
prior to this hour of unfolding hope — what a horrible betrayal of 
“Christian” thought that would have been! 

WHEN UNDERGROUND ACTIVITIES in Russia, on the other 
hand, have been featured on these pages, and we have spoken hopefully 
of “psychological warfare” as the new approach to international conflict 
(psychological weapons to drive a wedge between the tyrants and their 
suffering people), some of our pacifist friends have protested that psycho- 
logical weapons simply wage war in another, although admittedly much 
less violent, form, that to aid the underground is to promote another 
kind of warfare. Yet the records reveal that Hitler could have been stop- 
ped before World War II or at least early in World War II, before most 
of the worst slaughter occurred, if the German underground had been 
aided. (See BTL, June 9, °47) With the world yet so drastically divided 
and with modern weapons so devastating, should we not observe with 


prayer and interest man’s struggle to find new less violent means of

Drive for Annual Wage 


The next important development 
in the field of labor and industrial 
relations will be the drive for the 
Annual Wage, a movement that has 
long been building within the ranks 
of labor leadership. Three years 
ago some leaders in the automobile 
industry attempted to forestall the 
Annual Wage demand by agreeing 
with labor leaders to set up cost- 
of-living escalator contracts, which 
would automatically adjust the 
workers’ wage according to the 
cost-of-living index. 

But the threat of surplus produc- 
tion has now caused almost all la- 
bor leaders to believe that the only 
way to prevent a depression is to 
increase wages and to lower prices 
so that the public consuming power 
may be likewise increased. Hence 
labor leaders have been intent upon 
discarding the escalator agreement 
because, if the price of living 
should now gradually subside, 
wages would also have to go down. 
Labor leaders are convinced, and 
many economists agree, that the 
only way to avoid a depression is 
for the whole capitalistic system to 
move forward on a wider basis of 
sharing and with an overall increas- 
ed standard of living that can ab- 
sorb the surplus of goods now 
looming up ahead of us. 

The Annual Wage meets these 
new requirements of modern 
times, according to Walter Reuth- 
er, president of the CIO unions, 
by putting the worker on a par 
with management, for manage- 
ment personnel works on an annual 
contract basis, rather than on a 
weekly wage that can be terminat- 
ed at any time. Labor leaders are 
convinced that management can 
plan its relationship with the em- 
ployee in the same way that busi- 
ness plans its production — by the 
year. Workers live by the year just 
as management does, note the la- 
bor leaders, and annual agreements 
of employment are not in any way

inharmonious with the accepted 
routine of management procedures 
in all other phases of industrial 
management. Guaranteed employ- 
ment for a year enables the worker 
also to plan more adequately with 
a greater sense of security. which 
in turn makes him far more sub- 
stantial and dependable in his own 
community life. The CIO unions 
have made it clear they are pre- 
pared to fight for the Annual 
Wage, even to the extent of a strike 
if necessary. Union officials are 
preparing material for their crusade 
and will soon be presenting im- 
pressive evidence that corporations 
accepting the Annual Wage have 
prospered and that management 
and labor both have benefited. 

ANOTHER STEP looming up 
in labor relations concerns the pos- 
sibility of a merger of the great 
CIO and AFL unions. One of the 
principal points of division: the 
CIO unions do not practice racial 
discrimination in any form, while 
many AFL unions operate on a 
Jim Crow basis — or worse. For 
instance, Negro plumbers in Mi- 
ami. Florida, have asked the Fed- 
eral Courts for an injunction to 
protect their right to work. The 
suit is aimed at the AFL Plumbers 
and Pipefitters Union, which not 
only bars Negroes from member- 
ship, but also does not even allow 
them to organize their own Jim 
Crow locals. Martin P. Durkin, 
new Secretary of Labor, was na- 
tional president of this union be- 
fore joining the Eisenhower cab- 
inet. The fact that all CIO unions 
accept Negroes as full members, 
without any discrimination, means 
that any move to merge would have 
wide social implications. 

Also, the CIO unions have been 
kept free from racketeering to a 
much greater extent than have the 
AFL unions. The CIO has demand- 
ed, as prerequisite for merger, that 
the AFL get rid of the racketeers 
that infest its dock workers’ un- 
ions and other groups which have 
had a notorious record for cor- 
ruption and gangsterism. 

Specialists in labor-industrial re- 
lations believe that if neither the 
Democrat nor the Republican par- 
ty proves willing to represent la- 
bor’s interest, a merger of the two 
great unions will mean the begin- 
ning of a program looking towards 
the building of a new labor party 
in America, as in England. 

HUMAN RESOURCES: The 
men and women who work for a 
company are the greatest factors in 
that firm’s success, according to the 
Institute of Modern Management, 
which is made up of top-level ex- 
ecutives from many business or- 
ganizations. Management must be 
responsible for the development of

In full view of all the variety of Christian opinion, is not the hon- 
est courageous search for truth, ever-changing, ever-progressing truth, the 
major task of the Christian mind in our day? All of truth is not found 
in one mind, one view or in any one publication. But the most challeng- 
ing and thrilling task to which we may dedicate ourselves is in this humble 
persistent search for truth beyond all partisanism, opinion, theory or creed. 


EHIND THE KOREAN PEACE DISCUSSIONS, important 
new military concepts are being hammered out by President 
Eisenhower. The new strategy, which will be visible to the public 
in another six months, centers on getting American manpower off 
the hook in Korea, strictly avoiding any further warfare between U. S. 
troops and Asians, building up the native armies in all free Asia, so that 
these armies may constitute the forces of resistance against Communist 
aggression wherever it may appear. Then American manpower will be 
pulled back, will be held as a mighty, highly mobile force that can be used 
to bolster any place on the long line of Asian-European defense where 
weakness appears or a break-through threatens. With the large American 
fleet and air transport available, this elastic mobile force is feasible. It is 
the determination of American military leadership never to be caught 
again in a trap like Korea. The hope is that this new plan will cut U. S. 
military expenditures and draft requirements, with the long range aim of 
reducing taxes, strengthening U. S. economy, putting the American peo- 
ple in a much better frame of mind for the long pull ahead. 


T LONG LAST some of the doctrinaire for Communist plans 

of expansion have penetrated the official mind in Washington. For 
30 years the Reds have preached the doctrine of destroying Western capi- 
talism by promoting wars between the West and Asia’s resentful, seething 
and unlimited manpower — while Russia skillfully keeps its manpower 
uncommitted. This new U. S. military approach must face the reality, 
however, that the Communists, without much difficulty, can and likely 
will maintain the East-West stalemate, for their aim is not peace but 
chaos, not war but revolution. The Communist propagandist will go all- 
out to tell the world that we are preparing to defend Western capitalism 
“to the last Asian.” Peace in Korea will not alter Red aims. 


HE NEXT BIG QUESTION will be — can we break this stalemate, 
can we find the next step towards peace? Will we finally discover 
that communism can never be stopped with guns? This next great step 
will come only as we realize that the free world resources must be intelli- 
gently and effectively used to assist in the reformation and development of 
those tender spots now subject to Communist pressure because of long- 
standing conditions of poverty, exploitation and corruption which is an 
open invitation to Communist infiltration. If we fail to do this, the stale- 
mate itself can soon drain the U. S. economy until we are mired down in 
economic disaster at home, — and this, too, is in the Communist expecta- 
tion, that Western capitalism shall collapse of its own accord because of 
its inner weaknesses and contradictions. With over 80 per cent of the na- 
tional budget now going to the cost of war, the Reds have sound reason 
for their expectation. 
HERE ARE THE TENDER SPOTS across the perimeter of the 
free world where future tensions will center: 


(1) JAPAN—Unless there is a revision of American policy towards 
Japan, trouble will soon develop there. It is impossible for Japan to live 
without abundant free trade. Much of that trade has always been with 
China, and there is no substitute for China’s trade in Japan’s economy. 
Also, most of Japan’s trade with China would be of a non-military na- 
ture, and if some of the materials should be converted in the end to mili- 
tary purposes, that is a small matter in the face of the unalterable fact 
that the Japanese must trade or starve, or join the Communist bloc to 
save themselves. Japan’s economy has been kept afloat for nearly 3 years 
by Korean war dollars; had it not been for this, Japan would already be 
in the grip of economic disaster. Literally millions of trained Japanese 
youth are either unemployed or are in jobs that have no productive value, 
such as work associated with the Korean war, U. S. military occupation, 
etc. The Japanese political system is itself shaky because of this unstable 
economic base. Before long we will have to make the decision either to let 
Japan return to normal trade, irrespective of our opinions of the goy- 
ernments of Peking and Moscow, or to face millions of desperate people 
who will accept communism rather than go hungry. 

(2) CHINA — We must recognize that, as far as the U. S. is con- 
cerned, China is still a friendly nation, but with an unfriendly govern- 
ment. We must quit digging around in the rubble of the recent past in 


China and start facing the facts of the future. Although the Chinese,

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Food & Drug Protection 

Conflict in Congress is centering 
around those government agencies, 
such as the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration and the Federal Trade 


’ Commission, whose duty it is to 


protect the public from exploita- 
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tion and fraud. Some large business 


concerns are campaigning through 


those congressmen, who are sub- 
servient to their interests, to cripple 
the power of both these organiza- 
tions which have been effective in 
curbing the drug and food manu- 
facturers from the conscienceless 
exploitation of the American pub- 
lic. However, another group of 
congressmen, led by J. J. Delaney 
(D., N. Y.), are proposing a law 
that will shift the burden of proof 
to food and cosmetic makers as to 
whether the chemicals they use are 
harmful to consumers. 

In the past the law, as instigated 
by powerful business groups, has 
required that the government agen- 


cies must prove that chemicals 
were unsuited to human consump- 
tion — while the manufacturers 


continued to use these chemicals in 
their products! Furthermore, hear- 
ings held by the 82nd Congress re- 
veal that many scientists are con- 
vinced that numerous chemicals 
now being used in foods and drugs 
have not been properly tested to 
prove their harmlessness when 
consumed over a long period. For 
example, agene is a gas widely used 
to bleach wheat flour. Animals 
have convulsions when fed a diet 
of bread made from agenized flour. 
Whether it is harmful to humans or 
not has not been clearly establish- 
ed. There has been no law to force 
millers to prove its non-toxicity and 
at present the Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration itself must bring proof 
that agene is harmful to human be- 
ings before the millers will quit us- 
ing it. Repeatedly, drugs, foods and 
cosmetics which poisoned thou- 
sands of individuals have been sold; 
other products have been offered 
under fraudulent claims — such 
commercial piracy only ending 
when government agencies have 
proved before committees and 
courts in Washington the facts 
about the drugs. The new law, 
proposed by Congressman Delaney, 
would shift the burden to the com- 
mercial drug and food processors 
— so that they could not use a 
chemical until they had submitted 
substantial scientific proof that the 
drug is harmless or is useful in the 
ways claimed in their advertising. 
Naturally those influences in Con- 
gress that prefer to weaken Feder- 
al food and drug laws are organiz- 
Ing to resist and defeat any such 
Proposal as Mr. Delaney has ad- 
vanced. If you are interested in 
writing your congressman or secur- 
Ing any more specific information 
on the matter, Mr. Delaney’s bills 
are known as HR 2244 and 2245.

out of their disillusionment and despair over the failure of the Chiang re- 
gime, did turn hopefully at first to the new Mao Tze-tung Communist 
government and accept its “reforms” as needed and legitimate — yet to- 
day the masses of China again feel themselves betrayed and lost. With all 
due respect to the person of Chiang Kai-shek, it is an illusion to expect 
the discredited and fragile Chiang regime ever to recapture the control of 
China, either politically or militarily. Few important statesmen or diplo- 
mats in the world believe that Chiang is the hope of China. Chiang him- 
self is getting too old in terms of real leadership, and his armies, irrespec- 
tive of all the American aid given them and the ballyhoo about them, 
continue to offer little more than a harassment to Red China’s southern 
flank. This is of course an important point of military strategy for the 
U. S. and thus we'll likely keep Chiang going for that purpose alone. 

WHAT THE U. S. POLICY MUST NOW SET ITSELF TO 
ACHIEVE is to drive a wedge between the Chinese people and their 
Peking tyrants — and another wedge between the Chinese nation and the 
Moscow Communist World Dictatorship. The British are urging this as 
are many American authorities on Asia. Unfortunately, in the past, most 
of the American military and diplomatic maneuvers have been such as to 
drive China into the arms of Russia and to force the Chinese people deep- 
er into the Communist system. 

(3) INDOCHINA — This is a particularly bad spot and a place 
where the interests of the American people are being betrayed. Millions 
in American money are being consumed in military aid to the French in 
Indochina, and U. S. manpower would also now be involved if some of 
the reactionary groups in this country had their way. But the people of 
Indochina were fighting the French for their independence for several 
years before communism became an issue in the struggle. Yet France so 
far has made only the most small and halting concessions towards Indo- 
china’s independence. 

THE CORRUPTION AND RACKETEERING, morever, among 
the French officials and business communities of Indochina remain al- 
most unbelievable. Black market activities, racketeering in currency, nar- 
cotics and even military equipment which is often transshipped to the 
Communists at a double profit, continue rampant. Looting of the Indo- 
chinese public treasury by French-sponsored native “democratic” officials, 
or French officials themselves, continues unabated. Many American news- 
men who have been stationed in Indonesia have warned of this although 
most such news has been suppressed. (A full report may be found in the 
March issue of United Nations World.) Can American dollars and mili- 
tary diplomacy successfully fight communism by supporting such a regime? 

One might ask why these facts are not brought into the open. This

The Bread Case 


We have previously run details 
on the Government’s ban on the 
use of chemical softeners in bread, 
but the following recap will bring 
the matter up to date: 


Chemical softeners were banned 
by the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion because (1) they deceive the 
public on the age of bread by keep- 
ing it artifically soft; (2) and also 
these chemical compounds had not 
been tested sufficently to establish 
the safety of such ingredients in 
bread. (These compounds were de- 
rived in part from ethylene oxide, 
a stranger in the food world.) 

Other standards specified by the 
FDA included: limitation of moist- 
ure content to 38 per cent and re- 
quirement of a minimum solid con- 
tent of 62 per cent, thus fixing the 
real value of the loaf; prevention of 
the addition of insignificant 
amounts of fad ingredients as the 
basis of exaggerated claims in ad- 
vertising; insistance upon truthful 
labelling, (whole wheat must be 
100 per cent whole wheat flour, in- 
cluding the wheat germ, and “milk 
bread” must have only whole milk 
as the moist ingredient). 

When Atlas Powder Co. (noted 
for gun powder and explosives) and 
Glyco Products Co. protested the 
ban on chemical softeners, the 
U. S. Court upheld the FDA ban, 
holding that these chemicals misled 
the public as to the freshness of 
the bread and that the use of the 
chemicals was new and their safe- 
ty as food not established. Atlas 
and Glyco have filed exceptions to 
this ruling and asked for a re-hear- 
ing. (For more details see the N. Y. 
Times, May 15, °52, Aug. 30, °52, 
Dec. 24, *52.) 





PROTESTANTS IN EAST 
GERMANY: Communists in East 
Germany have been arresting Prot- 
estant pastors because of their 
growing activity among youth 
groups. As reported previously, the 
Communists are fighting a long and 
losing battle to hold their youth in 
Communist organizations, both in 
Russia and in satellite areas. Bol- 
shevism and all the Communist 
doctrinaire have become out-of- 
date and “old stuff” to modern 
youth in the Red areas. Protestant 
leaders in East Germany have been 
capitalizing upon this drift among 
the German youth and have been 
organizing active associations of 
young people under the leadership 
and within the facilities of the Prot- 
estant churches. Alarmed and en- 
raged by their own failures to hold 
the youth in Communist organiza- 
tions and by the success of the Prot- 
estant leaders, the Reds have been 
retaliating by imprisoning some of 
these young clergymen who have 
been devoting themselves to youth 
work. 





Liquor and the Army 

Some weeks ago the news serv- 
ices reported the brutal murder of 
a Korean Presbyterian leader, Pang 
Wha-Il, by an American Army lieu- 
tenant and three GI’s. The Korean 
Christian leader, associate secre- 
tary of the National Christian 
Council of Korea, was beaten and 
kicked to death by the American 
soldiers on the floor of his home 
and in the presence of his family. 
The press reported this 
story, although its cruelty matches 
the worst reports of Communist 
atrocities. But what was not report- 
ed was the attitude of Army offi- 
cials toward the whole matter; they 
tried to hush up the full circum- 
stances involved, for the lieutenant 
was sentenced to only two years in 
prison and the case quickly dispos- 
ed of, whereas such a crime would 
normally bring life imprisonment: 
It now appears that the military 
authorities were anxious to play 
down the conspicuous part that liq- 
uor played in this crime, a point 
either touched upon very lightly in 
news dispatches or suppressed al- 
together, a usual procedure in many 
press channels when handling re- 
ports of crime and highway ac- 
cidents involving alcohol. 

The fact that an officer of the 
Army and his patrol were drunk 
while engaged upon a military as- 
signment requires no further com- 
ment concerning the high priority 
which liquor interests and their 
receive — all the way 


services 


products 
from the Pentagon to the front- 
line trenches in Korea. From many 


sources Between The Lines has 
learned that, while there have been 
notable reports of shortages of am- 
munition, there has been no com- 
plaint about a shortage of liquor. 
Sometimes the GI’s in the front 
bunkers complain the beer does not 
get up often enough, but it appears 
that, from a mile or so behind the 
lines all the way through the of- 
ficers’ channels, hard liquor has 
high priority and gets more spe- 
cial privileges in the way of trans- 
portation, clearance and other pri- 
orities than ammunition itself. It is 
obvious that this efficient, intricate 
system could not function without 
the close cooperation at high levels 
between the military command and 
the officials of the liquor business. 
This is not a new story. 

It is well-known in all military 
circles that many of the Ameri- 
can boys who were court-martialed 
(some of them executed) during 
World War II — for rape, murder 
and other serious crimes — were 
normal American boys who com- 
mitted their crimes under the influ- 
ence of liquor. Many American 
families were thus visited with 
tragedies worse than death, yet 
great care was taken to protect 
those interests that provided the 
means for transforming a normal

is an instance that reveals the irreparable harm which Sen. McCarthy’s 
irresponsible antics are doing to America’s capacity to fight communism. 
If an American State Department official made an issue of the corruption 
and crime that is interwoven in Indochina’s French regime, he would 
likely be charged with weakening the enemies of communism. (The French 
in Indochina are fighting the Communists, aren’t they? He’s therefore aid- 
ing the Communists, isn’t he?) The careers of several able State Depart- 
ment officials have been destroyed for less than this by the infections 
arising from the McCarthy-McCarran bite. 

We can also get an idea how much more the U. S. has become 
militarized than such countries as France by the fact that there are no 
French draftees fighting in Indochina. Under French law, no young man 
called to military service can be sent to fight beyond the national boun- 
daries of France without his consent. French forces in Indochina are all 
volunteers and career army men. (See U. S. News, March 20th) 

(4) MALAYA — While the fighting between British colonial 
troops and the Communists has subsided somewhat in Malaya, yet the 
rubber and tin-rich areas are still filled with unrest. Unless sincere and 
prompt moves are made by the British to widen the base of democratic 
participation in Malaya’s government, leading toward definite independ- 
ence, it will only be a matter of time before the Communists can again 
capitalize upon unrest and resentment against British rule. When Burma 
and India became free nations the die was cast for Malaya also. How 
much blood must be spilled and how much money spent in the futility of 
militarism before this historical fact is accepted by the small group of 
British and American millionaires who are dominant in the rubber cartels 
centering in Malaya? 

(5) IRAN—Most of the news from Iran is about the quarrel over 
oil between the Teheran government and the British. But underneath all 
this, another more basic problem makes Teheran a danger spot on the 
Red perimeter. The ruling Shah of Iran tried to institute a land reform 
some months ago and set an example to the rich landlords by distributing 
thousands of acres of his own holdings to the impoverished landless peas- 
ants. But Premier Mossadegh happens to be himself a wealthy landowner 
and has led the opposition of the landlords against the Shah’s reforms. The 
recent violent eruptions in Teheran which threatened both an invasian of 
Russian troops from the north and the possibility of British and American 
forces coming in from the south to “maintain the peace” and keep the oil 
safe in Western hands, was in reality caused by the violent quarreling be- 
tween the Shah and Mossadegh over the land question. So oil and land 
hunger and poverty provide a situation ready-made for Communist infil- 
tration. Will American military and political thought prove inadequate in 
meeting this danger? 

(6) AFRICA — Ten years from now, perhaps sooner, Africa will 
be the most important global center of Communist activity. The white 
minority in Africa have been handed a simple choice, in the words of 
Patrick Duncan, prominent non-violent leader in South Africa — will it 
be “early and safe or late with hate.” The white men in Africa are still 
trying to live in an atmosphere of 1853 — not 1953. Millions of colored 
peoples in Africa, of different racial backgrounds are demanding an end 
to the tight privileged society of white men. When the white men say this 
is a “white man’s country,” the colored men shout back that nothing has 
been made in Africa without racial cooperation. The railroads and high- 
ways were built by taxes paid by both white and colored with African 
sweat doing most of the work. The fabulously rich gold and diamond 
mines were dug by the underpaid Bantu. As the Worldover Press corre- 
spondent put it, “unless first-class citizenship is made available to all 
Africans who are worthy of it, irrespective of race,” Africa will march 
right towards one of the greatest upheavals in history. It can come quietly 
and constructively only if white and colored Christian leadership work 
together under the teachings they both profess. 

ERHAPS ONE OF THE GREATEST LESSONS to be learned from 

this greatly condensed survey of the perimeters of freedom is that 
if all the Communists vanished tomorrow we would find most of the con- 
fusion and conflict, which we attribute to the influence of communism, 
still in full swing over the earth. For instance, in Indonesia, where the 
Dutch were driven out in bloody fighting (after they had been armed by 
American armaments secretly diverted to them at the close of World 
War II), the new free government has just recently ordered the national- 
ization of some of their richest tin mines as the first step toward the 
eventual nationalization of all mining industries in the country. These 
mines have been owned for generations by Dutch investment interests, 
some British and American money participating. Of course the Western 
investment interests are greatly alarmed over this announcement for they 
already face the Communist drive in tin-rich Malaya and would be quick 
to label the Indonesian move as Communist if they could find grounds 
to do so.
